A collection of extracts from the primary sources of Greek History, cov- 
ering the period from the time of Homer to the battle of Chasronea. The 
book places in the hands of the student much material hitherto not available 
for those unacquainted with Greek, including a liberal number of historical 
inscriptions, selections from the orators, and illuminating passages from the 
lyric and dramatic poets, as well as the historians and writers of travel. 

The Religion of the Hebrews 

By John Punnett Peters. xii +502 pages, $2.75 

An interesting and authoritative study of the development of the religion 
of the ancient Hebrews from its rudest beginnings to its final completed form. 
In treatment it combines the historical, the descriptive and the philosophical, 
and it throws much light on the mode of life and thought of this early pastoral 
people. 

Problems in Political Evolution 

By Raymond G. Gettell, Amherst College. 400 pages, $2.00 

A scholarly attempt to formulate and trace the evolution of the funda- 
mental problems of government. It supplies a readable analysis of past devel- 
opments, present conditions, and future needs, especially in democracies.

The theory of interest, both simple and compound, the amortization of 
debts by various plans, the theory of bond values, depreciation, sinking funds, 
inheritance taxes, old-age pensions, and life insurance are some of the subjects 
treated. The sections on depreciation contain material hitherto unpublished 
and will prove of special interest to those engaged in the solution of the im- 
portant problems of adjusting the rates for public utilities. As a mathematical 
handbook for economists and statisticians, as well as for the up-to-date educated 
business man, the volume occupies a unique place.

Fundamental economic and social 
matters — the Industrial Revolution, commerce and colonization, social 
and political internal reforms — receive the emphasis which is their 
due, while purely military events are given less space than has com- 
monly been assigned them in textbooks in history.
